Cigarette Tax 


Illustrates Limits 


of Commodity Levy 


One of the pledges Governor 
Sid McMath made during his cam- 
paign was to do something about 
the cigarette tax situation. 


i£) Beginning at 3 cents a pack years 


'ago successive legislatures ,?,have 
elevated the tax to 6 cents. In 
fact, the level of cigarette taxa- 
tion has been so high in Arkansas 
for the last two decades that sales 
within the state have virtually 
stood still—all the increase being 
absorbed by wholesale shipments 
boptlcfreed in from adjacent states. 


But the governor is acting1 to 


carry out his pledge that there will 
be a reform. 
One administration 
bill introduced in the House of 
^Representatives provides for a cut 
*^in .the cigarette tax from 6 cents 
a puck to 4. A second administra- 
tion bill in the senate, 
however, 
recovers one cent of the two-cent 
cut by levying a one-cent-a-package 
sales tax on cigarettes. 


The net effect of this proposed 
legislation would be to reduce the 
tax on cigarettes only from 6 to 5 
cents—and I believe 
when the 


governor goes into final consulta- 
tion with his legislative 
advisors 


on these bills he will reach the 
conclusion that the senate measure 
fought to be dropped. 


A one-cent cut won't help mat- 
ters much. It would merely return 
cigarette taxation to the 5-cent 
level, where it stood lor the period 
between two wars, where 
state 
sales stagnated, bootlegging thrived 


-and cigarette tax revenue 
mained frozen. 
re- 


Commodity taxation offers 
state 
governments important revenue but 
it must forever remain small in 
percentage terms, gathering 
its 


main value from the fact that it 
^is extended against volume sales. 
SJAny other policy invariably pro- 


duces bootlegging from across state 
boundaries and revenue paralysis 
at home.

Chicago, Jan. 21 — (IP)—Meat on- 


the-hoof isn't the four-legged gold 
it used to be. 
Prices of both hogs and cattle 
are far down from 
the 
record 


highs made last year. And live 
stock experts agreed today that the 
slump in the past few weeks has 
been much more than just "sea- 
sonal." 


Take hogs, for example. For a 


time last year hogs 
were 
the 
"black gold" 
of 
the 
mid-west, 


bringing fabulous prices. Hogs at 
Chicago hit a top of $31.85 a hun- 
dred pounds last August. Yester- 
day the best price was $21.50. 


The same story applies to cattle. 


Average cost of slaughter 
steers 
at Chicago this week, was 
esti- 
mated by agriculture 
department 
experts at $23.75 a hundred pounds. 
That compared with an all - time 
high last July of $36.85. 


What's behind the price drop? 
Mark Picfcell, secretary of 
the 


Corn Belt Livestock Feeders asso- 
ciation, said, "there are just too 
darn many of the critters coming 
to market." He said he thought it 
would take from 30 to 60 days to 
"clean up" the 
present 
market 
glut. 


Pickell 
predicted

"meat prices are coming down."

gages or that qualified persons are 
employed to carry out the plan,

Nor has any office ever 
been 


created whose holder is required 
to prepare and make available to 
the people complete and conclu- 
sive statements of. and reports on 
the government's financial affairs.

Such regulatory agencies as 
the Securities Exchange commis- 
sion,

commission, the

revolution. There have been facets

several years after the New Deal 
began, Mrs. Roosevelt carried a
